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DEQ approves 
cleanup for 
Riverside Park 


Two northern Michigan com- 
munities will benefit from funds 
totalling $425,000 for environ- 
mental cleanup, according to state 
Senator Jason Allen. 

The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality has autho- 
rized funding for environmental 
cleanup in both Boyne City and 
Sault Ste. Marie. _ 

“The news of these cleanup 
projects is great for northern 
Michigan; both of these cities will 
benefit greatly from this cleanup 
work,” Allen said. “Keeping our 
environment clean and safe is cru- 
cial to the welfare of our families 
as well as our tourism industry.” o 

The DEQ will spend approxi- 
mately $250,000 to remove con- 
taminated soil near the Boyne 
River in Riverside Park. Polychlo- 
rinated biphenyls, which are 
known animal and probable hu- 
man, carcinogens, have been de- 
tected in the soil. : 

From the 1940s through the 
1960s, residents and businesses in 
the. area disposed of solid wastes 
on the property now known as 
Riverside Park. 

The contaminated soil will be 
removed, site restoration will be 
conducted and a study will be done 
by the DEQ to make sure the prop- 
erty is safe for public use before 
the city includes the area into a 
recreational trail system. 

“Thanks to these cleanup 
projects, residents of northern 
Michigan will be able to feel safer 
about where they live, work and 
play,” Allen said. “We must con- ~ 
tinue to be vigilant stewards of our 
environment, as it plays an essen- 
tial role in the health of our state 
and our economy.”

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Budget 
passes

The 2005-06 Boyne City budget 
was approved after receiving no pub- 
lic comment during the public hear- 
ing portion of last week’s commis- 
sion meeting. 

The expenditures and budget bal- 
anced for the fiscal year ending April 
30 at $7,266,327, but the adopted 
budget is almost twice that amount at 
$13,719,282, due to improvements to 
the waste water treatment plant bud- 
geted at $7,638,060. 

Some items in the new budget in- 
clude the completion of the waste 
water treatment plant; the develop- 
ment of a waterfront master plan; the 
submission of an expanded city ma- 
rinapermit and funding requests; vari- 
ous street reconstruction, paving or 
drainage projects; and irrigation im- 
provements at the Veteran's and Old 
City parks. 

In addition, the budget increased 
water by 3.1 percent: sewer base rate 
by six percent and sewer consump- 


tion by five percent; some permit fees 


increased, as did water and sewer 
hook-up charges, 

“(The budget) went through pretty 
much on schedule,” said City Man- 
ager Michael Cain. “It’s ready to be 
implemented May Ist.” 

Boyne City was presented with the 
Tree City USA award, presented by 
Kevin Sayers of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources. 

“A street tree program has been 
established which includes tree plant- 
ing, tree trimming and tree removal. 
A tree ordinance was passed and put 
into practice in 2004,” said Dan Reed, 
Boyne City planning director, in a 
memo to: the commissioners. “The 
annual Arbor Day Tree Giveaway, 
which was started last year, will again 
take place this year. It will be ex- 
panded to include information about 
the plans for the city and an open 
house for the planning department.” 

Tree City USA is a national award 
given in recognition of tree planting 
and maintenance efforts, according to 
Cain. 

In addition, Cain said, the DNR 
awarded Boyne City another $3,000 
for tree planting from DTE Energy. 

Things did heat up during the pub- 
lic comment portion of the commis- 
sion meeting. The commission was 
addressed by Lesley Pritchard of 
Boyne City, who had concerns about 
the city’s response. to the One Water 
Street, LLC’s proposed dock/marina 
near Garrett’s, which has been issued 
a permit by the state.

East Jordan mayor Mark Postma, owner of Signs, 
Letters and Graphics, has a compelling sense of civic 
duty that led him first into five years of service with 
the East Jordan Area Chamber of Commerce, and then 
into city government. 

“I went to high school here. I have a business here,” 
he said. “Of course I have a strong sense of responsi- 
bility.

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learned a lot about the city, and what it takes to run a 
city. 

“At the city level I saw minor differences become 
major stumbling blocks,” he said. “I thought it was 
possible I could help foster more cooperation.” 

Besides, every time there was an clection, his friend 
Harry Watson encouraged him to run. 

As in Boyne City, a person wishing — 
to be a commissioner has to run for 
office. The commissioners elect the 
mayor. 

“T got on the c commission because | 
wanted to see if I could help coordi- 
nate arid cooperate ... get all the oars 
pulling in the same direction,” he said. 
“I knew everybody on the commis- 
sion; I liked the make-up of the 
commission.” 

He was elected to be the mayor 
after a year as a commissioner, and 
since that time he said he has learned 
a lot about budgets, about working 
with the state government, and about 
how well managed East Jordan 
resources are. 

“People are working a lot harder 
than they get credit for to accomplish 
as much as they can with what little 
we have,” Postma said. “J have 
learned that we have to plan much 
farther ahead than we used to to build 
the economy, to make improvements, 
to improve the number and quality of 
jobs, to increase the tax base, to encourage invest- 
ment.” 

Increasing the tax base, he said, spreads the burden 
over a wider area, so that it won’t be as hard to pay for 
services people have come to expect the city to 
provide. 

As it is, Postma said he is amazed that the city can 
run on the tax revenue. 

“It’s pretty amazing,” he said. “Same with water and 
sewer costs. It’s a shared cost system. There’s no 
profit. The more people that use it, the less it costs.” 

Postma said the more he knows about the working 
of city government, the more impressed he is with the 
people who manage it. 

“Tm impressed with how efficient and careful most 
department heads are to give people as much as they 
can with what they have,” he said. But it makes sense 
to him, because most city employees are also city 
taxpayers.

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budget years, we happen to have a really good senator 
and representative to help in Lansing and to help point 
us in the right direction for creating jobs and develop- 
ment.” 

Postma believes the city can do a lot in those areas. 
He cites the Main Street project, which, he said, could 
not have been accomplished without 
a joint effort between the legislators, 
the Downtown Development 
Authority, the Norther Lakes 
Economic Alliance, East Jordan city 
manager Dave White, all working 
with the Wrights and Charlevoix 
State Bank to make the project 
commercially viable. 

“Any developer has to have the 
confidence that the city government 
will live up to its word and cooper- 
ate. There has to be a way for 
everybody to win,” Postma said. “It 
takes longer to work with the 
government, but it helps a lot. You 
tailor the project to see what 
everybody brings to the table.” 

Postma appreciates the commu- 
nity spirit in East Jordan. 

“One of East Jordan’s biggest 
strengths is that the school, the 
chamber, the city, service clubs and 
businesses are passionate about this 
town and they pull together,” he 
said. “‘We have a huge talent bank of ~ 
people who are willing to. cooper- 
ate.” 

He does think that for any governmental body, but in 
particular a small town commission, to work, it has to 
be very disciplined. 

“We have to police ourselves tougher than anyone 
else would,” he said. He believes that he represents the 
people of the community. “I know I represent them 
because I hear from them — a lot. A lot of people. And 
I’m not shy myself. But you can’t work by poll. 

“One of the biggest challenges is communication,” 
he added. “If we don’t communicate, rumor becomes 
reality. It's so hard to change someone’s mind if they 
believe a rumor, and lack of information breeds 
rumors.” " 

Up for election next November, Postma plans to run 
again, barring something unforeseen. . 

“I have been honored by the confidence shown by 
the commissioners and the citizens of East Jordan,’ he 
said. “I try to bring as much integrity and creativity to 
the job as the people. deserve.”

ing it back onto the tax rolls and creating new jobs for the 
community,” according to the press release. 

* State representative Kevin Elsenheimer said. “We need 
to bottle what is happening in (East Jordan). There is tre- 
mendous cooperation between community leaders. Dave 
(White, city manager), Mark (Postma. mayor), the school. 
the Chamber — it doesn’t happen everywhere.” 

“This is a momentous day.” 
Chamber of Commerce director Mary Facutak. “I am 
proud to be a member of Team F.}.

Wirt described the business ineubator 
as providing “great synergy.” 

“We will provide financing for equip- 
ment.” he said. “As businesses grow, we 
will provide other things. We like to see 
people come with ideas. We provide 
them with a lease and financing and 
watch them grow and become good citi- 
zens of the communities they are in. 

“Education is a very important com- 
ponent of that.” he added. 

Rod Benson, East Jordan economic 
development coordinator, agreed. He 
and his wife were involved with a suc- 
cessful incubator in Ann Arbor. 

“The educational component should 
include lawyers, accountants, SCORE, 
seminars conducted by people who have been successful 
in business.” he said. 

“We will probably require, as part of the lease, that they 
attend these seminars. 

“Four out of five (new businesses) fail unless they have 
a means of support. In Ann Arbor, we tumed that to one 
out of five.” Benson said. “We will have an advisory coun- 
cil made up of banks, community leaders, NCMC, and 
other entrepreneurs. 

“Lhave the philosophy that we have to be flexible,” he 
added. “We have to encourage a wide variety of busi- 
nesses.” 

Benson said that Larry Molnar of the University of 
Michigan is currently conducting a study to identify what 
markets should be sought by the Lake Street Center. 

“When we hear from him, we’ll be able to sit down and 
figure, ‘Is there a market?’ ‘How do we reach it?’ and 
“How do we expand it?’,” Benson said.

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Library board 
takes steps to 
heal hard feelings 


The Jordan Valley District Library board turned over 
anew leaf last week as it met on amicable terms. 

President Chris Curtin opened the meeting with the 
suggestion that, in order to avoid the breakdown in com- 
munication that has plagued the board’s meetings in the 
last several months, motions be addressed in an orderly 
round-robin fashion, with eachanember having achance 
to speak without interruption. 

Curtin also announced that based on a re-reading of 
Roberts Rules of Conduct, she will return to having a 
vote only to break a tie. 

Vice president Joyce Wardwell requested that the Feb. 
15 minutes be revised to include more specific language, 
but secretary Diane Boyer said that the language was 
intentionally vague because of restrictions imposed by 
the meeting's closed session status. The changes were 
tabled pending further investigation. 

There was a lengthy discussion of the matter of the 
Camegie Building on Main Street, which is owned by 
the Jordan Valley District Library, and rented to the Jor- 
dan River Arts Council. The library hoard previously 
inquired of its attorney whether the building could be 
given to the JRAC for one dollar, but was advised that it 
could not give away its property for anything under fair 
market value. 

Board mernbers agreed they would like the JRAC to

ing. with little or no additional costs incurred by either 


party, and that they would like to see the transfer of con- - f 


tro} made Jegally and without undue complication. 


Board member Harry Watson said the building had | 
been given to the East Jordan City Library before the | 


library became a district library, and that. according to 
two attorneys he spoke to. one tax entity can give assets 
to another tax entity in the same district without fear of 
any kind of litigation. 

After further discussion the board decided to form a 
committee, which would be authorized to seek opin- 
ions from several attorneys and spend up to $500 to dis- 
cover a way to legally transfer the Carnegie Building. 
so that it would cither end up in the possession of the 
JRAC. or that the JRAC would have a Infetime lease. 
without significant cost to the arts council. 

Howard Ellis and Carl Bloom. both on the board at 
the JRAC said. after the board meeting. that they would 
like to see the building transferred to the City of East 
Jordan. Both said that the JRAC has a strong relation- 
ship with the city and would be comfortable with a life- 
time lease without ownership by the arts council, 

‘The next item on the.agenda was the election of of- 
ficers before the regularly scheduled elections in July. 
Curtin said that she had givén the topic much thought. 

“| have listened to the community.” she said. ‘The 
community is not saying what you are saying. This is 
about politics, not about my leadership.” 

However, she said that if the board agreed that a 
change was necessary. she was willing to hold elections 
at the next meeting. Each member was asked if he or 
she would like to hold an office and if so, which office. 
Members who expressed a desire to hold aroffice were 
put on the slate of officers. The slate includes, for presi- 
dent, Sara Schroeder; Vice president. Bob Sherman; trea- 
surer, Linda Robinson, and secretary, Diane Boyer.

Curtin then directed the formation of a finance com- 
mittee and a by-laws committee, as well as accommittee 
to answer questions about library expansion in its cur- 
rent location. 

Wardwell expressed a concern about the fibrary’s abil- 
ity to obtain grants for expansion without ownership of 
the building, which has a reverter clause to the public 
school system. “I don’t like the idea of doing extensive 
renovation on a building with a reverter clause,” she 
said. Sherman addressed that concern, 

“Our constituents are the same as the constituents of 
the school,” he said. “If we ever left and it reverted to 
the school, the constituency wouldn't lose anything.” 
He also said that he liked the idea of the library being 


easily accessible to the students, and felt that moving it 


across town would be detrimental.

I mightconsole 
myself with the thought that there is always the next Bos- 
ton Marathon for me. 

But I will know there isn’t really. T don’t have the desire 
to run. In the water, f am a wader — I hunt for stones, for 
shells, for ideas. ! like to play catch, but not mun the bases 
too much. | ama stroller through life. 

[I'm not complaining. But it’s easier than running, you 
know. So is it inevitable? Is it written in my DNA not to 
want to do the hard stuff? 

John may not come in at the front of the pack, and he 
won't care. But he will do something relatively few people 
do. He will chase something with good humor, something I 
can’t even recognize, and he will catch it. 

Relatively few, mind you, but not none. John is in good 
company. There are others — not all running marathons, 
not all chasing the same kind of goal. What motivates them 
is simple, non-judgmental, inherent and good.

Boyne City 
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Marina work session 
raises questions 


TO THE EDITOR: 


It’s time to “pay it forward.” I can't keep this up with- 
out your help. It is vitally important that citizens of Boyne 
City get involved NOW. 

The Boyne City commissioners are planning a “work 
session” next Tuesday, April 26, at 5 p.m. to review the 
“Alternate Plan” for expansion of the municipal marina. 
Also known as the “Krueger Plan,” since it was allegedly 
drawn by One Water Street, LLC architects, this plan calls 
for 145 boat slips and will totally consume the entire bay 
at the mouth of the Boyne River. For some reason, the city 
seemis to think that this is a good plan and worthy of con- 
sideration in a special session prior to the regular 7 p.m. 
council meeting. 

As most of you know, there are now three massive mari- 
nas planned for Boyne City’s “Marina District.” Things 
are suddenly heating up as developers press for decisions 
that will enable them to move forward with huge commer- 
cial marinas. Meanwhile, the City of Boyne City is plod- 
ding along with its own plan to expand the municipal ma- 
rina located at the outfall of the Boyne River, directly be- 
tween the two commercial marinas. As drawn, these three 
projects will add over 300 boat slips and 80 percent of the 
slips are for yachts over 40 feet in length. 

On March 15; after over two years of administrative 


-boondoggling with the Michigan Department of Environ- 


mental Quality (MDEQ) and the City of Boyne City, the 
controversial One Water Street marina located near 
Garrett’s restaurant received a construction permit for a 
“Phase I” 400-foot long pier. Though the city failed to 
resolve “disputed” land and riparian issues with One Wa- 
ter Street, there is a slight chance construction could be 
delayed by legal proceedings. Regardless, Phase [] plans 
are already on file with the MDEQ. 

A U.S. Army Corps of Engineers Joint Public Notice 
was recently posted for-the outrageous 11 1-slip Devion 
project pianned for the lakeshore property across from 
Glen's Market. A public hearing is planned, though the 
date has not yet been announced. (Editor's note: see page 
12 for date.) 

The immediate issue right now, however, is the Boyne 
City Municipal Marina. 

Taxpayers paid for a professional marketing study which 
was released in July of 2002. This extensive study recom- 
mended adding transient, short-term dockage “assuming 
such development is environmentally prudent.” It further 
stated that these transient slips would be likely to increase 
bar and restaurant business during high season. It did not 
suggest that these slips would create new jobs or improve 
the economy of Boyne City. It did not suggest massive 
commercial marinas would be good for our community. 
The study did emphasize, however, that public access to 
the lakefront and “view vistas” were the two most crucial 
elements to preserve. 

In 2002, following this strategic analysis, the City of 
Boyne City retained the services of The Abonmarche 
Group, a professional architectural and environmental con- 
sultant that specializes in marina design. The process has 
been lengthy and public meetings have been held to allow 
citizen input. The city released the final version of its 
Master Marina Plan in February of this year. It included 
two excellent plans for expansion. A third, similar plan is 
under consideration. 

The question is this: Why is the city holding a special 
session to “work” on yet another, totally outrageous ma- 
rina plan that was provided by one of the adjacent com- 
mercial marina developers? Shouldn't they simply let 
Abonmarche evaluate its merits? Previous engineering and 
feasibility studies found the basin to be too deep for exten- 
sive floating piers. Citizens have made it clear that they 
value the open water above all else — for year-round fish- 
ing and solitude at sunset among other things. What is 
going on? 

Concerned citizens need to stop by City Hall on Aish 
day, April 26, between 5 and 7 p.m. (during the “work ses- 
sion”) to review the plan and express your opinion. The 
actual commission meeting will be held at 7 p.m. and it 
might be an important meeting. The agenda will not be 
finalized until Monday, April 25. Don’t let the developers 
and special interests continue to be the only voices our. 
commissioners hear.
